WASHINGTON, May 10.— 


President Wilson will address 
a joint session of Congress on 
the international situation as 
soon as he returns to Washing- 
ton. This was officially an- 
nounced at the White House 
today, following the receipt?of 
advices from Paris. 


The President did not state 


when he expected to return, 
hut it is known that he has 
been planning to Sail as soon 
after June 1 as possible.
